All The Young Dudes was an album 
recorded by &ott The Hoople in 1972. 
riott, for those wf you who want to 
read the whole oast of characters, 
was led by Ian Hunter, and the 
rest you'll read for yourself. One 
of the major injustices in the 
past dozen years of rook history 
is that tiott the Hoople never at- 
tained stardom. God knows they 
deserved it, and they certainly 
tried hard for it. Formed in the 
mid-sexties by Verden Allen and 
IJick Ralphs* the original Hoopel 
crew consisted of Allen, Ralphs, 
Dale "Buff in- Griff en, Pete Watts, 
and Stan Tippens, who would shortly 
become their road manager before 
progressing to manager. Stan's on- 
again off -again vocal condition led 
fehe Hoople to audition new singers. 
At this time, long-time follde Ian 
Hunter showed up, a Dylanesque com- 
poser-g&tarist who could honestly be 
described ae a "croaKer" ae oppos- 
ed to a singer. Hunter's raspy ram- 
blinga struck a chord (yuk yuk) with 



group, however. He joined in 
'69, signalling the beginning of 
one of the most turbulent careers 
for a reek band. 

Producer Guy Stevens ushered the 
band into the studio and cut a ser- 
ies of quickly recorded* though ex- 
cellent, albums. Mcgt.the Hoople . 
Mad Shadows. Wildlife * and Brain 
Cafiprs quickly established the band 
as a schizoid, critically acclaimed 
troupe. However, on the sales lev- 
el, 22o tt was the pits. This lack 
of sales, plus the constant vying 
between styles (Hunter's writing 
was a good 180 degrees away from 
Ralphs' style) within the band, led 
to real problems. In 1972, the 
group fragmented, but was brought 
back together by David Bowie, who 
produced the classic m ^e. 
Dudes LP. The boys had a new pro- 
dicer and a new label (Columbia re- 
placing Atlantic} . 

A new Mott was sculpted from the 
glitter end glara prevailing in the 
easrly '70s. Hunter became the lead- 
er. Verden Allen left shortly af- 
ter that. Bowie departed as a pro- 
ducer and Ralphs left to form the 
superb Bad Company in the middle 
of recording Ilott. Although Mott 
was certainly proving more sucess- 
ful on Columbia than they were in 



the old day 3, they were any thing 
"out superstars* Single after single 
stiffed in the States and Mott tha 
Hoople was growing frustrated. 

Despite their rather tentative pos- 
ition in the rock popularity polls, 
the band planned a coast- to-coast 
blowout tour for *73* Salistiag the 
aid of former Spooky Siooth guitar- 
ist Luthor Grosvenor (who f dross^d 
in his Dale Arden stage costumes, 
called himself Ariel Bender) * Hff&t 
the Hoople (regular blokes who 
liked a good drink every new and 
then) donned their best glitter COS** 
tunes and; armed with oversized pup« 
pets* robots^ flash powder, and dan- 
cing dolls* embarked on a killer 
tour. Although augmented by the 
cellent keyboard «oz& of Morgan 
Fisher, the Mo$t the Hoople killer 
tour found :Jot£ portraying the kills©. 

The outrageous stage antics de» 
tracted from the musical clout some** 
what and negated any possible mone- 
tary profit, Several of the band 
members were clearly uncomfortable 
in their platform heels* and * Ariel 
Bender" ,1ust didn't fitin on guitar* 
Soon Ariel was in the void and Mick 
Benson «&c indoctrinated into the 
Ltott realm of lunacy* Th© arrival 
of another dominant pwsonality «as 
too much for the- group to bear. Al- 
though the band coasisttentlyperfer- 
mod well on record- their personal 
livas were in turmoil* 

Hunter left the band* entering a 
hospital after a stateside bout with 
total exhaustion. Bonson departed 
for an Ill-fated so^&o career, and 
the remainin^members of the band 
regrouped with newcomers Majors & 
Benjamin as simply Mott. The group 
got off to a shaky start but quick- 
ly picked up steam with albums

It* e that kind 
of an attitude that is stupid and 
immature* Considering that X was 
not even bom until 15 years after 
the war ended* and none of my rel- 
atives were highly enough placed to 
tell Hitler what to do* which you'd 
think they could figure out, it all 
seems a tad ridiculous. But in Eu- 
rope . we spoke German everywhere we 
went* and were only greeted with 
soiling faces and warm receptions, 
JSSsybe it's your pit spray?
